Encouragement of research 


From the alumni . . . In 1957, for the first time, an Alumni Research 
Program was initiated at the UNIVERSITY OF ARIZONA. Although the 
total sum of $3,000 is modest, this fund makes money available in fields 
where other grants are often lacking. Awards range from $50 to $1,000. 
Indicative of the area of interest is an $850 grant for research on early English 
translations of the Bible. 


From the institution . . . AUGUSTANA COLLEGE reports a generous 
program of leave and assistance for faculty members studying for the Ph. D. 
and of support for travel or research, MONMOUTH COLLEGE is increasing 
its provisions for leaves of absence for study toward the doctorate and for 
semester sabbatical leaves with full salary for important research and writing 
projects. It has also established a fund of $2,000 a year to assist members 
of the faculty in research and writing projects and other means of 
professional growth. 


University publication programs 

Publication of books at the UNIVERSITY OF CINCINNATI is 
generously subsidized by income from the Taft Fund Endowment of several 
millions of dollars. Such subsidies are restricted for use by eight departments 
in the humanities. The administrative procedures include important safe- 
guards. A faculty member who has completed a book may submit his 
manuscript to a Taft Fund Faculty Committee which sends it to two or 
three expert readers from other universities, to obtain their opinions. If their 
reports are unfavorable, the manuscript is returned to the author and no 
support offered. If the manuscript is approved (with minor revisions called 
for), the Committee then sends it to a university press and guarantees to 
pay the estimated costs of publication. The university press, however, still 
reserves the right to accept or reject the manuscript after it has been read 
by other readers appointed by the press. Further revision, or even rejection, 
may follow. If finally accepted, the book is published without any cost 
whatever to the author. If costs of publication are later covered by sales— 
which does happen at times—royalties are paid to the author. As a general 
rule, grants of this kind are rarely given to facilitate the publication of Ph. D. 
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theses. This system “‘does not waste funds on shoddy work; it discourages the 
man who has written a book merely to gain a promotion by having something, 
anything, in print. Yet it will underwrite publications that may not have a 
wide appeal. Those members of the faculty who have books to publish are 
thus not faced with the choice of going into debt by having to pay for 
publication themselves or of confining all of their writings to a level of popular 
appeal broad enough to attract unsubsidized publication.” 


GOUCHER COLLEGE and the Johns Hopkins Press have concluded an 
agreement to further publication of books by members of the Goucher faculty. 
Such publication will be subsidized, at least in part, by Goucher College. 


An experiment 

A group in the Department of English and Speech at the UNIVERSITY 
OF COLORADO has undertaken the publication of a magazine titled 
Abstracts of English Studies. The magazine is a gesture toward solving the 
problem facing any scholar in literature who wants to keep up with current 
periodical publication in his field. Its early issues contain abstracts of articles 
on all branches of literature contained in one-hundred scholarly, critical and 
high-quality general circulation magazines. 


Special library resources 

The filming of the manuscripts from the Vatican Library for the Knights 
of Columbus Vatican Film Library at SAINT LOUIS UNIVERSITY is 
nearly complete. A total of over 11,000,000 manuscript pages is now 
available for use by scholars. Housed at present in temporary quarters, the 
Vatican Film Library will move, toward the end of 1958, into the Pius XII 
Memorial Library, the new central library of Saint Louis University, now 
nearing completion. 


The University recently has obtained authorization to make microfilms 
of the printed books in the Vatican Library. Rather than attempt to work 
through the entire collection, as was done in the case of the manuscripts, the 
University is relying on demands from scholars or libraries for such microfilms 
as may be essential. Further information can be obtained by writing to the

Subsidiary or related collections connected with this project include, from 
the Pastells Collection of materials on the Spanish Indies, the Serie Primera of 
the so-called ‘Seville Collection” (now housed in Madrid) and the entire 
so-called “Barcelona Collection”; 185 rolls of Jesuitica Americana from the 
Romance Archives of the Society of Jesus (mostly material never seen 
hitherto by American scholars); 30 rolls of Jesuitica Americana from the 
archive known as the Findo Gesuitico al Gest in Rome (basically the Procurator 
General’s archive); a large amount of related material from private Mexican 
archives; and other miscellaneous Americana from the Beyerisches Haupstaat- 
archiv in Munich. 
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Mutual understanding 


Visiting lecturers from India or Japan will be at the JoHN Hopxms 
University each year for the next five years under a plan administered by 
the Department of Political Economy. They will join in the lectures and 
seminars of the department, in which much attention is to be given to the 
growth of under-developed areas. By presenting their approach as well as 
their expert knowledge, they will contribute to understanding how economic 
development is affected by diversity of cultural backgrounds. 


The Humanities in Alaska 


“Scholars of the humanities in Alaska have to temper their acquired bent 
for research to the handicaps of frontier life. In part the difficulties are once 
again those of creating a new university which have successively faced scholars 
in each state from east to west during past centuries and decades. Yet the 
size and remoteness of Alaska must increase the difficulties of its scholars over 
those of earlier pioneers. Each young university in the wilderness has lacked 
the sense of a nearby community of scholars, but none has been so remote, 
Twenty-five hundred highway miles separate Fairbanks from the nearest 
universities, as well as the nearest large cities with well-developed facilities for 
music, drama, art, and literature. The effective distance is probably greater 
still, for those universities, at Edmonton and Vancouver, are Canadian schools 
not in close contact with Alaska. Although modern air transportation has 
brought the young scholar in Alaska closer in time to any university in the 
United States than Yale was to Harvard a century and a half ago, he might 
as well try to walk the distance. 


“The obstacle of having no adequate library must also baffle what 
research a scholar does manage to attempt. All frontier libraries have to 
battle the same problems of isolation and lack of funds. They must build 
up basic editions of the standard books in each subject while operating on a 
budget smaller than that used just for current publications in a well-established 
university. To a student of the humanities the library is most deficient in 
periodicals and series of association pamphlets. In English literature, for 
example, dozens of such standard publications as ELH, Modern Language Notes, 
and almost all the university quarterlies are missing. 


“The difficulties of the scholar in the humanities in Alaska are not just 
those caused by a pioneer community; they are those of a frontier in daily 
contact with the most spectacular features of modern civilisation. When a 
Sputnik is launched, Alaska hears of it as soon as New York does. In fact, 
three local scientists at the Geophysical Institute claim to have sighted 
Sputnik I first in North America. But when a new play by Sean O’Casey 
opens in New York, or the MLA meets at Madison, local scholars can read 
about it only in an imported newspaper. 


“The University of Alaska contains several alert and bright young scholars 
in the humanities who like to contribute to the knowledge of their specialties 
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and to publish their research. With exceptional physical effort they can 
produce important work. What they need is sympathy and encouragement to 
keep them in their chosen careers and financial help to give them some free 
time in older libraries. With such assistance they can build in Alaska a 
community of scholars for the humanities just as the geophysicists have done 
for the sciences.” 


NOTES 


In February 1950, nine scholars chosen from the sciences, social sciences, 
and humanities, were brought together in an informal conference on 
“Relationships between Science and the Humanities.” The conference con- 
templated a broad variety of topics and questions, including the influences 
of science on society and of society on science, and the interdisciplinary 
relationships and potentialities of the study of the history and philosophy of 
science. 


The principal result of this conference was the appointment of a Com- 
mittee on the Humanistic Aspects of Science. After some preliminary biblio- 
graphical studies, the Committee elected to prepare through its own membership 
a collection of essays. These essays have just been published by the University 
of Toronto Press under the title, Science and the Creative Spirit. Its contents 
include “Why This Book Was Written: An Introduction” by Harcourt 
Brown, and four essays: “Scientific and Humanistic Knowledge in the Growth 
of Civilization” by Karl W. Deutsch, “ “Those Scattered Rays Convergent’: 
Science and Imagination in English Literature” by F. E. L. Priestley, “Tensions 
and Anxieties: Science and the Literary Culture of France” by Harcourt 
Brown, and ““The Creativity of Science” by David Hawkins. 


Waldo Gifford Leland, Director Emeritus of the ACLS, was honored on 
October 24, 1957, when his portrait, subscribed to by his many friends, was 
unveiled in the Conference Room of the National Archives Building in 
Washington, D. C. 


Guy Stanton Ford, President Emeritus of the University of Minnesota and 
formerly Executive Secretary of the American Historical Association, who 
had served as chairman of the portrait committee, presented the painting to 
the Archivist of the United States, Wayne C. Grover. The Archivist 
introduced the artist, Bjorne Egeli, and spoke briefly of Dr. Leland’s contribu- 
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tions to the development of the archival profession. He also read a message 
from Howard Mumford Jones, Chairman of the ACLS. Dr. Jones said that 
when the cultural history of the twentieth century is written, the scholar will 
find many traces of Dr. Leland’s influence; he had been an entrepreneur in 
many fields of knowledge. 


Solon J. Buck, second Archivist of the United States (1941-1948) and 
former Assistant Librarian of the Library of Congress, delivered the main 
address. He traced Dr. Leland’s career from the time he came to Washington 
as a member of the staff of the Carnegie Institution’s Department of Historical 
Research, which he served from 1903 to 1927. With Claude H. Van Tyne, 
Dr. Leland made the first comprehensive survey of the archives of the Govern- 
ment of the United States in Washington and compiled the first Guide to 
them. Thereafter, as Head of the Carnegie Institution’s project to prepare 
guides to materials for American history in the libraries and archives of Paris, 
as a member of the American Historical Association’s Public Archives Com- 
mission and of its Committee on National Archives, as Director of the ACLS 
(1927-1946), and as a moving spirit in the organization of the Society of 
American Archivists, Dr. Leland was always in the forefront of efforts to 
improve the archival situation in this country. 
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
